2. This Office action is in response to Applicant's reply filed 18 August 2009, which 
amends claim 3. 

Claims 1-12 are pending. 

3. The provisionally rejections, in the Office Action mailed 22 June 2009, on the 
ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims in the copending Application No. 11/377474 are withdrawn in light of the proper 
terminal disclaimer filed 18 August 2009. 

4. The objection to claim 3 for informalities in the Office Action mailed 22 June 2009 
is withdrawn due to applicants amending of the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance:

The closest prior art, Treaclier et al. (WO 02/077060 A1) teaches 
electroluminescent polymers comprising fluorene and spirobifluorene units, however the 
reference does not teach or suggest fluorene units 9,9-substituted with fluorenyl 
substituents as claimed in instant formula (I).
